J ohn J . Fox , of St. Paul, leaped from a 
limited ex press train in the suburbs of Pitts­ 
burg, escaping with a slight wound on the 
scalp.

A swindler, representing himself as con­ 
nected with the geological surv ey at Wash­ 
ington, lias been operating throughout the 
western country for four y ears, generally 
using the name of Capt. Clarence E. Dut­ 
ton. 
Yet Ring, a Chinaman who settled In 
Pittsburg and bad become a Presby terian, 
committed suicide the other day because the 
heathen Chinese of the place tormented him. 
Stephen E. Seward, of Rising Sun, Ind., 
died of Addison’s disease the other day . Only 
a few cases of the sort hav e ev er been known 
and they hav e inensdably prov en mortal 
The disorder is caused by diseased suprarenal 
capsulus and its chief sy mptom is the dis­ 
coloration of the skin. Seward was origi­ 
nally a blonde, but before his death he bad 
become black as a negro. 
An interesting operation of flesh grafting, 
one of Mr. Paul Bert’s discov eries, has just 
been performed by a y oung French surgeon. 
A workman hod his foot scorched by molten 
iron and the skin was destroy ed ov er a sur­ 
face of about eight inches by four. The sur­ 
geon took four strips of flesh from the thigh 
of a y oung man and four from a frog and 
transferred them to the wound, which healed 
in a few day s. 
B. Anderson, a Swede, lost his way near 
Bhakopee, Minn., and wandered into a creek, 
where his boots were filled with water, which 
quickly turned to ice. Being conv inced that 
lie was about to freeze to death, Anderson 
cut his throat with a penknife and lay down 
to die. When he was found by a farmer his 
bands and feet were frozen solid and his 
windpipe was sev ered, but he was aliv e.

is thought that he will recov er from his inju­ 
ries. 
W. R. Bonner, of Fort Worth, Tex ., has a 
mad stone that has been used ov er 100 times 
and with success.

The In­ 
dian theory is that the white deer is more 
susceptible to v egetable poisons taken into 
the stomach when eaten with gross than 
other animals. To preserv e the lifo of the 
animal natu re has placed in the stomach this 
p orou s stone, wh ich 
absorbs the poison, non- 
truiizcH it, and sav ^s the deer’s life.

tio n o f the tariff questio n, the bo j**s o f bo th 
sides to the co ntest rise and fall fro m day to 
day. The first mo tio n to be made is that the 
ho use go into co mmittee o f the who le to co n­ 
sider rev enue bills. 
Upo n this mo tio n a 
sinah majo rity is claimed by each side, the 
difficulty in making calculatio ns being that 
it can no t be definitely ascertained what 
co urse w ill is* pursued by tho se Republicans 
who desire a reductio n o f rev enue yet do no t 
appro v e o f the Mo rriso n plan o f reductio n. 
If the ho use sho uld decide to go into co mmit­

Messrs. Dillo n and 
O’Brien addressed th e meeting elo quo ntly 
and at great length , and at th e co nclusio n o f 
th e speech es th ese two gentlemen o peno d 
rent o ffices fo r th e co llectio n o f rents under 
th e league’s “plan o f campaign.” Hundreds 
o f tenants came fo rward and paid th e sums

Hav ing secured th e principals, 
th e inspecto r sent a squad o f po lice to arrest 
Messrs. 
Harris and Sbeeh y , and th e fo ur 
priso ners were arraigned befo re a magistrate 
and ch arged with co nspiring to induce ten­ 
ants to abstain fro m pay ing th e rents th ey 
were lawfully bo und to pay , wh ich ch arge is 
included in th e general o ne o f co nspiracy to 
defraud. 
Th e priso ners were remanded fo r 
o ne week. 
Wh en th e po lice arriv ed Mr. Dillo n h ad 
co llected 1400, and Mr. O’Brien abo ut 1350.

state must be settled by a strict co ncurrence 
in th e pro v isio ns o f th e law. 
Ch ief Justice 
Owen and Judge Fo liett, th e Demo crats, dis­ 
sent fro m th is o pinio n. 
Th e decisio n o n th e co nstitutio nality o f th e 
celebrated law will settle an immense amo unt 
o f litigatio n and will 
cm use th e co unty treas­ 
uries to swell. 
Th e Do w law, wh ich sub­ 
stantially re-enacts th e Sco tt law, th e differ­ 
ence being in th e lo cal o ptio n clause, pro ­ 
v ides a tax o f $200 upo n any perso n selling 
iuto x icating liquo rs, and 
makes sev eral 
furth er pro v isio ns as to th e separatio n o f th e 
business in respect to selling v ino us o r malt 
liquo rs o nly . 
Fo r th is branch it pro v ides a 
tax o t $100. 
Certain penalties were attach ed 
fo r no n-pay ment. 
Ail interest at o nce cen­ 
tered in th e sy llabus, wh ich it was ex pected 
wo uld be giv en o ut Th ursday ev ening. Ho w­ 
ev er, as so o n as th e judges retired to th e co n­ 
sultatio n, it was anno unced th at th e o pinio n 
was no t written and wo uld no t be until so me­ 
time during o r after th e h o liday s.

cisio n will be v ery great, as it will bring 
abo ut $37 5,000 fro m th e city and $25,000 
mo re fro m th e co unty , besides th e penalties. 
Th is mo ney is so distributed as to be o f great 
benefit in sustaining sev eral departments o f 
th e city , especially th e po lice department, 
wh ich h as run o ut o f funds, so as to be un­ 
able to pay th e men.
